CAPITOL COMPLEX PARKING STRUCTURE

Sec. 27. NEW SECTION. 18A.8 CAPITOL COMPLEX PARKING
STRUCTURE REVOLVING FUND.

A capitol complex parking structure revolving fund is
created in the state treasury. The capitol complex parking
structure revolving fund shall be administered by the
department of %eneral services and shall consist of moneys
collected by the department as parking fees, moneys
appropriated to the fund by the general assembly, and any
other moneys obtained or accepted by the department for
deposit in the revolving fund. The proceeds of the revolving
fund are appropriated to and shall be used by the department
for costs associated with the management, operation, and
maintenance of the capitol complex parking structure located
at _the intersection of Pennsylvania and Grand avenues in Des
Moines. The department shall submit an annual report not



later than January 31 to the members of the general assembly
and the legislative fiscal bureau, of the activities funded by
and expenditures made from the revolving fund during the
preceding fiscal year. Section 8.33 does not apply to any
moneys in the revolving fund and, notwithstanding section
12C.7, subsection 2, earnings or interest on moneys deposited
in the revolving fund shall be credited to the revolving fund.

Sec. 28. CAPITOL COMPLEX PARKING STRUCTURE MANAGEMENT ==
REQUEST FOR PROPOSALS. The department of general services, or
any successor agency, shall issue a request for proposals for
the management, operation, and maintenance of the state=owned
parking structure located at the intersection of Pennsylvania
and Grand avenues in Des Moines. The request for proposals
shall include all of the followin% services:

1. The collection of parking Tees and administration of
parking permits.

2. Daily janitorial maintenance and necessary annual
maintenance, pursuant to standards outlined in the parking
garage maintenance manual published by the parking consultants
council of the national parking association.

3. Long=term structural maintenance.

Awarding of a contract for the management, operation, and
maintenance of the parking structure is subject to approval by
the general assembly.

Sec. 29. CAPITOL COMPLEX PARKING STRUCTURE == PARKING
FEES. The department of general services, or any successor
agency, shall establish reasonable parking fees for the public
and for state employees for the use of the state=owned parking
structure located at the intersection of Pennsylvania and
Grand avenues in Des Moines. Such fees shall be deposited in
the capitol complex parking structure revolving fund created
in section 18A.8, as enacted by this Act.

EXPLANATION

This bill makes appropriations for fiscal year 2003=2004
from the rebuild lowa infrastructure fund, environment first
fund, and the tax=exempt bond proceeds restricted capital
funds account of the tobacco settlement trust fund for various
capital and other prgjects- Appropriations from the rebuild
lowa infrastructure fund include projects for the departments
of corrections, cultural affairs, economic development,
education, general services, information technology, public
defense, public safety, and transportation, and the lowa
telecommunications and technology commission and the state
commissioner of elections, and to the state board of regents
for tuition replacement.

The bill also strikes an appropriation in 2002 lowa Acts,
Second Extraordinary Session, chapter 1001, from the rebuild
lowa infrastructure fund to the state board of regents for the
fiscal year 2003=2004 for repayment of the bonding authorized
in that Act for the phase Il construction of the engineering
teaching and research complex at lowa state university of
science and technology. This provision is effective upon
enactment.

The bill amends an FY 2000=2001 appropriation from the
rebuild lowa infrastructure fund to the judicial branch for
construction of the judicial building to allow up to $400,000
Eo_?g_used for costs associated with operation of the

uilding.

The %ill appropriates funds from the environment first fund
to the departments of agriculture and land stewardship,
economic development, and natural resources. The bill
aﬁproprlates $11 million from the environment first fund to
the resources enhancement and protection fund in lieu of the
$20 million appropriated by statute from the general fund of
the state.

The bill makes appropriations from the tax=exempt bond
proceeds restricted capital funds account of the tobacco
settlement trust fund for projects for the departments of
corrections, economic development, education, general
services, information technology, natural resources, public
defense, public safety, and transportation, and for the lowa
state fair authority and the office of treasurer of state.

The bill also appropriates funds from the tax=exempt bond
proceeds restricted capital funds account of the tobacco
settlement trust fund to the state board of regents for
tuition replacement and to the treasurer of state for tobacco
master settlement agreement litigation fees, debt service for
the lowa communications network, and repayment of prison
infrastructure bonds.

The_bill creates a capitol complex ﬁarking structure
revolving fund to be administered by the department of general
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services. The fund is to consist of moneﬁs collected by the
department as parking fees, which are to be established by the
department for public and state employee use of the parking
structure, in addition to any moneKs appropriated to the fund
by the general assembly and any other moneys obtained for
deposit in the fund. The moneys in the fund are appropriated
to the department for costs associated with the management,
operation, and maintenance of the parking structure. The
department is to submit an annual report to the general
assemblﬁ and the legislative fiscal bureau of the activities
funded by and expenditures made from the revolving fund during
the preceding fiscal year.

In addition, the bill directs the department of general
services to issue a request for proposals for the management,
operation, and maintenance of the state=owned parking
structure. The request for proposals is to include the
collection of parking fees and administration of parking
permits, daily janitorial maintenance and necessary annual
maintenance, and long=term structural maintenance. The bill
provides that the awarding of a contract for the services is
subject to approval by the general assembly.
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
